If this was the Defign of Anne’s Whig-Mi- 
atry, whofe fuccefstul Adminiftration had 
mibled the Execution of it, the Tories are 
tt without Excufe for preventing it. Every 
tnfequentia! Expence of Men or Money, the 
and Ambiiion of France have fince occa- 
ned us, or may hereafter occafion, will be 
pated to them. ;

The one meant well, but the other judged 
better; and, divefled of their Foibles, they 
are equally to be admired and loved. 

It muft be confeffed, that if the Tories did 
not .then. behave as well as could have been 
wifhed, the Whigs have fince behaved worfe 
than could have been expected. If the firft 
were blind to the vaft Benefits that might have 
accrued to this Nation by the Reduction of 
France in Q. Anne’s Time, the laft have been 
feen groping in the fame Gloom in a later 
Reign. What can be inferred from thefe reci- 
procal Weakneffes, but the Fallibility of hu- 
man Nature, the Futility of human Wifdom ? 

As Men are grown weaker, {o are their In- 
telleé&ts. Becaufe the glorious Whigs of Ann’s 
Reign fought againft France, and were profufe 
of their Blood and Treafure to crufh abfolute 
Dominion, their Succeffors in this have done 
the fame without the fame Motives. Abfolute 
Monarchy is as impoffible now as it was feafible 
then. A formidable Power hath fince that 
Time arofe in Europe, whofe natural Situation 
direéts it to counterpoife that Balance of Power 
which therefore is, or ought to be, no farther 
Objeét of our Solicitude and Wealth.

There feem to be fuch Solecifms in the pre- 
fent Conduét of public Affairs, as our politi- 
cal Grammarians can neither underftand or 
rectify. Weare bribing Electors to keep firm 
to their own Interefts, we are menacing thofe 
we cannot hurt, we are foifting Claims by Ne- 
gociation which can only be decided by daw of 
Aros, and to what End ?---- To ele&t a King 
of the Romans ! --- A Concern as nearly con- 
nected with the Affairs of thefe Kingdoms as 
| the Succeffion to the Empire of Morocco: And 
yet by the Anxiety fhewn by our treble fkull’d 
Politicians to compals this EleCtion, one might 
be induced to think we wanted an Heir-appa- 
rent ourfelves, and that this Roman King elect 
was to be, i# futuro, King of Great Britain itfelt | 

Thus Things appear in the Eyes of Common 
Senfe. But to be fure there may be fome Mit- 
tery in the Cafe, which nothing but Metaphyfics 
or Sorcery can explain; and vulgar Appre- 
henfions fhould not be too poficive in Con- 
clufion, Some grand Event of our Negocia- 
tions may, before we are aware, ftartle us into 
Admiration of the profound Negociators ; and 
we can then only excufe ourlelves, as others may 
now perhaps, by pleading Ignorance : 

Ignorans facinus pecco fcrente minus.

will have it, that the King of Pruffa is as wor- 
thy of the Imperial Diadem, and as well able 
to maintain it, as any Prince in the Empire. 
They argue, that the fuperior Capacity of that 
King renders him a Match to the Houle o} 
Auftria ; and that it would better become a 
Proteftant Elector and a King of Great Britain 
to promote the Eleélion of a Proteftant Em- 
peror than that of a Papal one, But there ne- 
ver was a Proteftant Emperor : And is 
that a Rule there never fhall be ? Is not a Pro- 
teftant as far from being a Mabometan asa Pu- 
pift, and as capable of maintaining Chriftianity? 
But there is a Majority of Catholic Eleétors. 
Very true ;——but the fame Bribes which can 
buy a Vote for one Prince can buy it for ano- 
ther: Religion is out of the Queftion where 
Intereft_prevails.---Thefe are the Pro-and-con 
Arguments People ufe upon the important 
Thefis of electing a King of the Romans. 

For my Part, [ mutt acknowlege I fhould 
admire the Uniformity of Conduét in a Pro- 
teflant King and Eleétor, who fhou!d beftow 
his Vote according to his Religion ; becaufe it 
would filence certain Sceptics, who pretend to 
doubr the Reality of that Religion, Befices, 
it is hard to fay, why the Kvangelic Bedy have 
not in their Turn as great a Right as the Ca- 
tholics, to have an Emperor of their own Per- 
fuafion. The Conftirution of the Empire does 
not forbid it ; and nothing but Cuftom, which 
being arbitrary ought therefore to be abolifhed, 
makes againtt it, except indeed his Holi- 
nefs, who, for any Service he does to Reli- 
gion by his intal!ible Power, or for any Be- 
nefit he reaps from it himfelf, had better re- - 
fign what renders him everywhere contemptible, 
his pretended Supremacy over temporal Princes 
in ecclefiaftical Matters. The prefent Pope, if 
we may credit Fame, is not the moft unlikely 
Man in the World to demonftrate fuch a Self- 
Denial, if Occafion were. 

For another Reafon not yet mentioned, I 
could wifh to fee our Minifters promoting the 
Election of the King of Pruffia to the Succeffion 
of the Imperial Dignity, inftead of that of the 
infant Archduke. ‘he Houle of Auv/ria have 
poffefled this Honor too long not to think it 
hereditary. It has met but one Interruption 
thefe 200 Years, and that a very fhort one 
in the laft Emperor. Thofe who think a long 
Poff-ffion a Recommendation to render it 
longer, may enjoy their Notions: But long 
Pofieffion we know can turn Grace into Righr, 
Election into Patrimony, and may in time de- 
{troy what it was meant to preferve. When 
Liberty is at ftake, the Eleétors, efpecially the 
Proteftant, would but do their Duty to relieve 
her, and banifh the Probability of that Ufur- 
pation they ought to dread, 

To promote fuch an Eleétion as this, inftead 
of fetting up ridiculous Claims, would a/moft 
excule a Briti/b Adminiftration for intermedling 
in the Affairs of Germany. But what can ex- 
tenuate the Folly of thofe Eng/i/hmen who lavifh 
away the Treafures of their Fellow-fubjeéts to 
maintain foreign Religion as well as foreign In- 
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LONDON, 


Yefterday, being the birth-day of her royal highnefs 
the princefs Augu fta, eldeft daughter of the late prince 
of Wales, when her royal highnefs entered into the 
16th year of her age, and received the compliments 
of the nobility & gentry on the occafion. 

Her royal highuefs the princefs Amelia fets out for 
Bath on Thurfday next, orders being given by his 
miajefty’s board of green cloth to make the proper 
preparations for her highnefs’s journey by that time ; 
and guards are alfo according!y ordered to efcort her 
highnefs on the road. 

The right hon, the lord chancellor has appointed 
the firft general fal to be held at Lincoln’s-inn hall, 
before michaelmas term on Monday the 23d of Oc- 
tober next. 

And the fecond general feal to be held on Thurf- 
day the 2d of November next. 

The lords of the admiralty have ordered about 490 
feamen out of the guardfhips, &c. on board the Cul- 
Joden and Duke man of war, in order to forward 
them for fervice. 

The lords of the adiniralty have given orders for a 
floop of war to cruize on the coaft of Suffex againtt 
the {mugglers, in coucert with one already on that 
coaft. 

A confiderable quantity of military ftores, &c. 
are ordered for the Eaft Indies, fur the fecurity of 
the company’s fettlements there. 

Yefterday fe’anight Mr. theriff Dickenfon very 
narrowly efcaped being killed, as he was going with 
thelurd mayor and court of aldermen to hold a court 
of confervancy at Greenwich. The lord mayor’s 
coach with fix or feven more had crofled the road 
at Stratford to godown to the water fide; & as Mr. 
Dickenfon’s chariot was crofling, two waggons com- 
ing to London (although the theriff’s coachman cali’d 
out to the drivers feveral timesto ftop) jammed the 
chariot between them, and broke the axle tree and 
pole ; but happily neither the fheriff, nor any of his 
fervants, received any hurt. We hear that Mr. 
Dickenfon is refolved to profecute the drivers for the 
affault, & the mafter of one of them for not having 
his name on the waggon, which by law he fhould 
have. 

We hear that the woman whofe skull was broke 
by a blow given her by her husband, as mentioned in 
a former paper, notwithftanding all poffible care was 
taken of ber at the London hofpital, died laft Tuef- 
day afternoon. 

A woman who lodged in windmill ftreet, St. 
James’s, had been for fome time fuppofed, by ano- 
ther woman who lay with her, to be with child, 
which fhe always denicd ; but laft week, as fhe was 
very much out of order, it was ftrongly fufpected 
that the had been delivered, tho’ there was no appear- 
ance of the child ; and as there was fomething which 
feemcd to be an after birth taken out of the necefla- 
ry houfe, her delivery was no longer queftioned, & 
a conftable was fent for to fearch for the child. As 

the cruel mother was then fenfible that fhe muft be 
dete&ted, fhe confeffed where fhe had put it, and it 
was accordingly found concealed in two band boxes, 
one within another, but without any marks of vio- 
lence. Yefterday fe’nnight the coroner’s inqueft fat 
on the body & brought in their verdi& willful mur 
der The mother was fent to the St. James’s Infir- 
mary, till fhe is in a condition to be fent to Jail. 

Some days ago died at Feverfham in Kent, Mr. 
Hunt, the perfon who feized king James the fecond, 
when he was going from the above place for France. 

Mr, Hunt was at that time a king’s officer, and went 
on board the veffel to fearch after contraband goods, 
and finding fome perfons on board who endeavoured 
to conceal themielves, he feized them aiid fearched 
all their pockets, and brought them from on board 
the veflel to the town without knowing one of the 
company; but was greatly furprized and frightned, 
when he found who were his pi ifoners, 

On Saturday laft Menick Burrell, Efq; member 
of parliament for Great Marlow, and another gen- 
tleman, in a chariot, were attacked by a fingle high- 
wayman on Hounflow Heath, who robbed them of 
about 50s. He was a fhort man, well mounted, 
behaved very civilly & trembled very much, 

On Tuelday laft fomebody found means to ftep in- 
to the compting houfe of Mr. Harris, cornfaétor, in 
Savage-garden, and take a key off a bunch which 
belonged to a beaufet up ftairs, where the plate ftood, 
which they carried off undifcovered, The maid was 
below in the kitchin, & heard fomebody go up ftairs, 
but concluded it was one of the family. 

Wednefday afternoon, a foldier of the third regi- 
ment of foot guards, was committed to the Gate- 
houfe by Thomas Lediard, Efq; for ravifhing his 
Jandlady’s daughter, a child between eight and nine 
ycars old, and giving her the foul difeate. 





On Monday night about ten o'clock, a villain 
went into the baptift head the corner of Alderman- 
bury, & fnatched from the bara quart filver tankard 
with which he got clear off. 

On Monday pany | a gentleman fharper went

On Tuefday night a woman was taken in Wodd’s 
Clofe, & fecured in Clerkenwell bridewell, on fuf- 
picion of being concerned in robbing the Staffordfhire 
pack horfes, 

Laft Saturday the affizes ended at guildford for the 
county of Surry, when Robert Lane, for horfe-fteal- 
ing, was the only one capitally convicted, & receiv- 
ed fentence of death. 

Early on Wednefday morning the prifoners at 
the Gatehoufe endeavoured to efcape by breaking 
thro’ the gateway going into Tothill ftreet ; they 
had worked outa large ftone, when a man coming 
thro’ the gate, faw the rubbifh fall, and fulpecting 
the occafion, alarm’d the keepers; however they 
refufed to fubmit, ’till a guard of foldiers were fent 
for; and Thomas Lediard, Efq; going with them, 
they were all fecured, and eight of them were fent 
ftrongly guarded to Newgate. 

Lait week a large cheft was feized at Sunderland 
by a cuftom houfe officer, containing pontifical veft- 
ments, Agnus Dei, Medals, &c.- which are. ftopt 
till the hon. commiffioners determine what is to be 
dune with them. 

Laft Sunday evening 18 children, two of which 
were I'wins, were publicly baptized in the chapel 
room of the city of London Lying-in hofpital, at 
Shaftesbury houfe in Aldgate-ftreet, in the prefence 
of feveral governors and other gentlemen and ladies, 
when a handfome collection was made towards the 
fuppo t of that ufeful charity. 

Laft Week one Mr. Cameron arrived in town 
from Air in Scotland, a Man of 106 years of age, 
being born in the year 1647, at the town of Air. 
He came up here to put an end to a law fuit which 
has been long in agitation. Such is his vigor and bo- 
dily ftrength, that even now he can walk four miles 
upon a ftretch, with great eafe, in little more than 
an hour’s time. He was engaged with the duke of 
Monmouth, in his rebellion againft James the IId. 
He afterwards ferved as a voluntier in the cameronian 
regiment, which was compofed of covenanted pres- 
byterians, & fought againit lord Dundee at the time 
of the revolution, where the lord risked a battle for 
the abdicated monarch, and in this engagement he 
killed four troopers with his Own hand, He has liv’d 
to fee eight fovereigns upon the Britifh throne, and 
four rebellions; in all which, except the laft, he 
was active, & is ftill ftedfaft to the prefent eftablith- 
ment, 

By letters from Hanover we find, that the court 
is firmly refolved to maintain its right to the princi- 
pality of Eaft Friefland, by all fuch methods as may 
be found moft convenient or legal. 

By feveral perfons who have lately come from In- 
dia, we are informed that M. Duplieux, is building 
a palace there, which will coft a million fterling ; 
ind feems as if he had no intent to vifit his native 
country, having amaffed feveral millions fince his be- 
ing in {ndia. 

Our Correfpondent at Paris affures us, That the 
king will receive no farther remonftrances while 
he ts at Compeigne; that the minifters are much 
alarmed at the retreat of many thoufands of families 
ot of Languedoc, & have ordered guads to be poft- 
ed on the frontiers; & that it is whifpered the new 
minifter fent to Berlin is charged with a very im 
portant commiffion.

Yefterday, being the birth-day of her royal highnefs 
the princefs Augu fta, eldeft daughter of the late prince 
ot Wales, when her royal highnefs entered into the 
16th year of her age, and received the compliments 
of the nobility & gentry on the occalion. 

Her royal highuefs the princefs Amelia fets out for 
Bath on Thurfday next, orders being given by his 
majefty’s board of green cloth to make the proper 
preparations for her highnefs’s journey by that time ; 
and guards are alfo according!y ordered to efcort her 
highnefs on the road. 

The right hon, the lord chancellor has appointed 
the firft general feal to be held at Lincoln’s-inn hall, 
before michaelmas term on Monday the 23d of Oc- 
tober next. 

And the fecond general feal to be held on Thurf- 
day the 2d of November next. 

The lords of the admiralty have ordered about 490 
feamen out of the guardfhips, &c. on board the Cul- 
Joden and Duke man of war, in order to forward 
them for fervice. 

The lords of the adiniralty have given orders fora 
floop of war to cruize on the coaft of Suflex againtt 
the {mugglers, in coucert with one already on that 
coat. 

A confiderable quantity of military ftores, &c. 
are ordered for the Eaft Indies, for the fecurity of 
the company’s fettlements there 

Yefterday fe’anight Mr. theriff Dickenfon very 
narrowly efcaped being killed, as he was going with 
thelurd mayor and court of aldermen to hold a court 
of confervancy at Greenwich. The lord mayor’s 
coach with fix or feven more had crofled the road 
at Stratford to godown to the water lide; & as Mr. 
Dickenfon’s chariot was crofling, two waggons com- 
ing to London (although the theriff’s coachman cali’d 
out to the drivers feveral times+to ftop) jammed the 
chariot between them, and broke the axle tree and 
pole ; but happily neither the fheriff, nor any of his 
fervants, received any hurt. We hear that Mr. 
Dickenfon is refolved to profecute the drivers for the 
affault, & the mafter of one of them for not having 
his name on the waggon, which by law he fhould 
have. 

We hear that the woman whofe skull was broke 
by a blow given her by her husband, as mentioned in 
a former paper, notwithftanding all poffible care was 
taken of ber at the London hofpital, died laft Tuef- 
day afternoon. 

A woman who lodged in windmill ftreet, St. 
James’s, had been for lome time fuppofed, by ano- 
ther woman who lay with her, to be with child, 
which the always denied ; but laft week, as fhe was 
very much out of order, it was ftrongly fufpedted 
that fhe had been delivered, tho’ there was no appear- 
ance of the child; and as there was fomething which 
feemced to be an after birth taken out of the necefla- 
ry houfe, her delivery was no longer queftioned, & 
a conftable was fent for to fearch for the child. As 
the cruel mother was then fenfible that fhe muft be 
deteéted, the confeffed where fhe had put it, and it 
was accordingly found concealed in two band boxes, 
one within another, but without any marks of vio- 
lence. Yefterday fe’nnight the coroner’s inqueft fat 
on the body & brought in their verdi& willful mur 
der The mother was fent to the St. James’s Infir- 
mary, till fhe is in a condition to be fent to Jail. 

Some days ago died at Feverfham in Kent, Mr. 
Hunt, the perfon who feized king James the fecond, 
when he was going from the above place fur France. 
Mr, Hunt was at that time a king’s officer, and went 
on board the veflel co fearch after contraband goods, 
and finding fome perfons on board who endeavoured 
to conceal themielves, he feized them afid fearched 
all their pockets, and brought them from on board 
the veflel to the town without knowing one of the 
company; but was greatly furprized and frightned, 
when he found who were his p:ifoners. 

On Saturday laft Menick Burrell, Efq; member 
of parliament for Great Marlow, and another gen- 
tleman, in a chariot, were attacked by a fingle high- 
wayman on Hounflow Heath, who robbed them of 
about 50s. He was a fhort man, well mounted, 
behaved very civilly & trembled very much. 

On Tuelday laft fomebody found means to ftep in- 
to the compting houfe of Mr. Harris, cornfaétor, in 
Savage-garden, and take a key off a bunch which 
belonged to a beaufct up ftairs, where the plate ftood, 
which they carried off undifcovered, The maid was 
below in the kitchin, & heard fomcbody go up ftairs, 
but concluded it was ove of the family. 

Wednefday afternoon, a foldier of the third regi- 
ment of foot guards, was committed to the Gate- 
houfe by Thomas Lediard, Efq; for ravithing his 
Jandlady’s daughter, a child between eight and nine 
ycars old, and giving her the foul difeate. 


On Monday night about ten o'clock, a villain 
went into the baptift head the corner of Alderman- 
bury, & fnatched from the bar a quart filver tankard 
with which he got clear off. 

On Monday evening a gentleman fharper went 
to the houfe of one Mire. Wiggs, in chapel ftreet 
St. Anne’s, and made enquiry after a French gen- 
tlewomaii, who lodged there, and told her fervant 
that he had brought 4 meflage from France, :but /he 
would not deliver it td any but her miftrels ; fhe 
went tocall her miftrefs, in the mean while he found 
means to take a gold watch, and made off before her 
return. . 5 f 

On Tuefday night a woman was taken in Wodd’s 
Clofe, & fecured in Clerkenwell bridewell, on fuf- 
picion of being concerned in ropbing the Staffordthire 
pack horfes. 

Laft Saturday the affizes ended at guildford for the 
county of Surry, when Robert Lane, for horfe-fteal- 
ing, was the only one capitally convicted, & receiv- 
ed fentence of death. 

Early on Wednefday morning the prifoners at 
the Gatehoufe endeavoured to efcape by breaking 
thro’ the gateway going into Tothill ftreet ; they 
had worked outa large ftone, when a man coming 
thro’ the gate, faw the rubbith fall, and fufpecting 
the occafion, alarm’d the keepers; however they 
refufed to fubmit, ’till a guard of foldiers were fent 
for; and Thomas Lediard, Efq; going with them, 
they were all fecured, and eight of them were fent 
ftrongly guarded to Newgate. 

Lait week a large cheft was feized at Sunderland 
by a cuftom houfe officer, containing pontifical veft- 
ments, Agnus Dei, Medals, &c.. which are ftopt 
till the hon. commiffioners determine what is to be 
dune with them. 

Laft Sunday evening 18 children, two of which 
were I'wins, were publicly baptized in the chapel 
room of the city of London Lying-in hofpital, at 
Shaftesbury houfe in Aldgate-ftreet, in the prefence 
of feveral governors and other gentlemen and ladies, 
when a handfome collection was made towards the 
fuppo t of that ufeful charity. 

Laft Week one Mr. Cameron arrived in town 
from Air in Scotland, a Man of 106 years of age, 
being born in the year 1647, at the town of Air. 
He came up here to put an end to a law fuit which 
has been long in agitation. Such is his vigor and bo- 
dily ftrength, that even now he can walk four miles 
upon a ftretch, with great eafe, in little more than 
an hour’s time. He was engaged with the duke of 
Monmouth, in his rebellion againft James the Id. 
He afterwards ferved as a voluntier in the cameronian 
regiment, which was compofed of covenanted pres- 
byterians, & fought againft lord Dundee at the time 
of the revolution, where the lord risked a battle for 
the abdicated monarch, and in this engagement he 
killed four troopers with his Own hand, He has liv’d 
to fee eight fovereigns upon the Britifh throne, and 
four rebellions; in all which, except the laft, he 
was active, & is ‘ftill ftedfaft to the prefent eftablith- 
ment, 

By letters from Hanover we find, that the court 
is firmly refolved to maintain its right to the princi- 
pality of Eaft Friefland, by all fuch methods as may 
be found moft convenient or legal. 

_ By feveral perfons who have lately come from In- 
dia, we are informed that M. Duplieux, is building 
a palace there, which will coft a million fterling ;
